The nnfaithful Porenowefe ſerv'd Elvira exatt- 
iy to her Deſires z and thevery next Day, ſce- 
ing 4-725 go out trom the Princels, ſhe carry'd 
Conſtantia the Letrerz which ſhe took, and 
found there what ſhe was tar from imagining. 
Tenderneis never produc'd an Effect more full 
of Grief, than what it made her ſuffer. Alas, 
they are both c1:lpatie (laid fie, fighing; ) and 
:n ſpieht of the Defence my Heart won's! make for 
"wm, my Reaſon condemns *cn. Unhappy Prin- 
cefs, the ſad Subject of the Capricionſneſs of 
Fortwne ! why avff thou not die, ſince thou haſt not 
a Heart of a Humonr to revenge at ſelf?

You "ſhall g 70 when we think, fit, (reply 'd 
ne) and without "being a Slave at Coimbra, yo0's 
ſhall attend our Orders. 
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Agnes ſaw ſne muſt ſtay, and was ſo griev'd 
at it, that ſhe kept her Chamber leveral 
Days, without Caring to inform her ſelf of 
the Prince; and this Retirement ſpar'd her 
the Affliction of being vitited by Don Al-. 
V4Y0. 

During this, Doz Pearo fell lick ; and was 
in ſo great Danger, that there was a general 
Apprehenſton of his Death. Azres did not in 
the leaſt doubt, but it was an Effect of his 
Diſcontent : She thought at firſt, ſhe had 
Strength and Reſolution enough to ze him

Dag _Alvain knev: very well how to conceal 
a malicious Joy, under an Appearance of Sad- 
neſs. £!7rz, full of Tenderneſs, and per- 
haps of Remorſe, ſuffer'd alſo on her fide. 
The Kang, aithough i:2 condemn'd the Love 
of his Son, yet ſtill had a Tenderneſs for him, 
and cou'd not reſolve to loſe him. Agnes ae 
Caſtro, who Knew the Cauſe of his Diſtem-

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per, expected the End of it, with ſtrange An- 
xieties. - 
In fine, afrer a Month had paſs'd away 

in fears, they began to have a little hopes 
of his recovery. The Prince, and Dorn 4l- 
varo were the only Perſons that were not glad 
of it. But Agnes rejoic'd enough for all the 
relt. | 
' Don Pedro ſeeing that he muſt Live whe- 

ther he wou'd or no, thought of nothing but 
paſſing his Days in Melancholy and Diſcon- 
tent; aſſoon as he was in a condition to 
walk, he ſought out the moſt ſolitary places; 
and gain'd ſo much upon his own weakneſs, 
to go every where, where Agnes was not; 
but her J1dez followed him always, and his 
Memory faithful to repreſent her to him, 
with all her Charms, render'd her always 
dangerous. 

One Day when they had carried him into 
the Garden, he ſought out a Labyrinth which

The Amorous Prince ſurmounted all her 
Scruples, and feparatcd Limielf from Agres, 
with a ſatisfaftion which foon redoubled his 
Forces z he faw her aitcrvard with the plea- 
{ure of a Miſtery, and the Day of their Union 
arriv'd, Dow Gill, Biinop of Guarad, Per- 
orm'd the Cerenony of the Marriage, In 
Lie preſence of ſeveral Witnelles, faithful 
to Dar Pedro, who faw him Pollclour 
of all the Charms 041 the fair Agrzes. 

Sie liv'd not the more peaceable for be- 
longing to the irince of Portugal, her Enemies 
who continually periccuted her left her not 
without Troubles, and the King whom her 
refuſal incagl, laid his abſolute commands 
on licr, to Niarry Por Alvaro, with threats 
to force her to it, it ſhe continu'd Rebel- 
1100s. 
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The Prince took lowdly her part, and this 
join'd to the refuſal he made of Marrying the 
Princeſs of Arragor, caus'd ſuſpicions of the 
Truth in the King his Father. 

He was ſeconded by thoſe that were too 
much intereſted, not to unriddle this ſecret. 
Don Alvaro and his Siſter acted with fo 
much care, gave ſo many gifts, and madc 
fo many Promiſes, that they diſcovered the 
ſecret Engagements of: Doz Pedro and Az- 
7s. 

The King wanted but little of breaking 
out into all the Rage and Fury 1o great a 
Diſappointment cou'd inſpire him with, a- 
gainlt the Princels.

for. 

The Prince diverted himſelf but little, 
and very rarely went far from Coimbra, 
but on a Day, an unfortunate Day , and 
mark'd out by Heaven for an unheard of 
and Horrid Aſlaſlinz; he made a party to 
 hnntara fine Houſe, which the King of Por. 
7u7al had near the City. 

"Agnes lov'd every thing that gave the 
Prince ſatisfaction, bur a ſecret Lrouble made 
her apprehend ſome Misfortune in this vahap- 
Py Journey. Sir, (ſaid he) to him alarm'd 
WITHOUT knowing, the reaſon why I tremble, 

© ieeing you to day, as it were deſign'd the 
© laſt of my Life. Preſerve your ſelf my Dear 
© Prince, and though the Exerciſe you take 
be not very dangerous, beware of the 
leaſt hazards, and bring me back all that I 
truſt with you. Dsz Pedro who had never 
found her ſo handſome and ſo charming be- 
fore embraced her ſeveral times, and went 
out of the Palace with his followers with 
a Qelign not to return till the next 
Day. 

He was no ſooner gore but the Crue! Dor 
Alvaro prepared himlelt tor the Exe-ution , 
he had retolv'd on; hs thought 1t of That 
importance, that it required more - hands 
than his Own; and fo chuſe for his Com- 
panions Diezo Lopes Pacheo, and Pedro Cello, 
two Monſters like himſ: It, whole Crueity 
he 
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he was aſſur'd of by the preſents he had made 
*EM. 

They waitzd the coming of the Night, and 
the lovely Age S Was in her firſt lleep, wich 
was the laſt of her 1.

What a ſad Spectacle was ti's {ar tioſe 
who approach'd her Bu the 1 x2 12, and 
what diſmal News was this £9: the Uniartu- 
nate Prince of Porrugrl, Eo reum'd to Come 
bra, at the firſt report of this A\dyvu rare, 
and ſaw what had ccrihinly off liv ns Lite , 
if Men cou'd Di: of erict; auiter h1ving a 
thouſand times embrac'd the big ly ilouy of 
Agnes, and ſaid all uihat a juzL Dilpar cmd 
L.1p4re 
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inſpire him with, he ran likea Mad-man into 
the Palace, demanding the Murderers of his 
Wife, of things that cou'd not hear him, in 


- fine he {aw the King, and without obſerving 


any reſpect, he gave a looſe to his Reſentment; 
after having rav'd a long time, overwhelm'd 
with griet he tell into a Swound, which con- 
tinued all that Day ; they carried him into his 
Apartment, and the King believing that 
this Miſtortune wou'd prove his cure, re- 
pented not of what he had permitted. 

Don Alvaro, aud the two other Aſlaſlins, 
quitted Co/bra, this abſcnce of theirs, made 
*m aPpezr guilty oi the Crime, for which the 
aticted Prince vow'd a tpeedy Vengeance to 
the Gholt of his lovely Agzes, reſolving to 
purſue them to the uttermoit part of the 
Univerſe z he got a conſiderable Number of 
Men together, ſufficient to have made re- 
fiſtance, even on the King: of Portugal 
himſelf, if he ſhowd yet take the part of 
the Murderers, with theſe he ravag'd the 
whole Country, as far as the D«u:ro Waters, 
and carried ona War, even till the Death of 
the King; continually mixing tears with Blood 
which he gave to the revenge of his deareſt 
Agnes. 

Such was the deplorable end of the unfor- 
tunate Love of Dor Pedro of Portugal, and of 
the fair Agnes ae Crftro, whole remembrance, 
he faithfully preſerv'd in his heart even upon 
tne Thrane, fo which he mounted by the right 
of his Birth, 2fcer the Death of ths King, 
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
